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Iraqi bombers continue assault 


BAGHDAD, Oct. 7 (Agencies) — Iraqi - 
warplanes Tuesday attacked industrial cen- 
ters and airport bases in western Iran, des- 
troying fuel storage depots, a ground satellite 
and a television station, the Iraqi news agency 
reported- 

A communique issued by the Iraq military 
command claimed its forces bad shot down 
two Iranian fighter planes and a helicopter. It 
also claimed five tanks, three personal carries 
and one rocket launcher were destroyed. 
Three tanks were captured intact, according 
to the agency. 

The communique said a satellite ground 
station in Asadabad, about 200 miles west of 
the Iranian capital 'Tehran, was hit. An air- 
field in the army garrison town of DezfuJ was 
also reported hit. 

A silo, railway station and fuel depots in 
the neighboring town of Andimeshk were set 
ablaze. The communique said Iraqi jets des- 
troyed the television station and fuel depots 
of Abadan, the Iranian oil refinery on the 
disputed Share Al Arab waterway. 

Meanwhile Iran continued to deny Tues- 
day that its major port city of Kborramshahr 
had fallen to the invading Iraqi army. The 
official Iranian Pars news agency quoted rwo 
senior Iranian officials in the area as reiterat- 
ing the city was still under Iranian control. 

Western reporters who were taken to 
Kborramshahr on an Iraqi army conducted 
frontline tour Monday, reported thatthe port 
and most of the dty was firmly in Iraqi hands. 

Pars quoted the deputy governor general 
of Khuzestan province, where the port is 
located, as denying the reporter's daim. The 
official who was not named by Pars also 


daimed that the Iraqis had been forced to 
retreat from the Kborramshahr area. 

The issuance of the mid-day communique 
by Iraq suggested an escalation of the battle 
between the two Persian Gulf nations. The 
Iraqi command last week said it would issue 
only one militaiy communique daily at night 
“unless the military situation warrants 
otherwise.” 

The air strike at A ban dan, nine miles south 
of Kborramshahr, was the first officially- 
reported raid on the beJiguered dty in five 
days. 

The Abadan oil refinery, one of the largest 
in the world and which meets most of Iran's 
fuel needs, was. gutted by fires resulting from 


air and artillery barrages in the first three 
days of the 16-day-old war. 

Military analysts were expecting Iraqi 
troops to mount an offensive on Abandan 
once mop-up operations against die-hard 
Islamic revolutionary guards of Ayatollah 
Ruhalloh Khomeini's regime in Khorram- 
shahr arc over. 

Once Iraqi troops capture Khorramshahr 
and Abadan, they will have full control over 
the 1 2D-mile Shatt AJ Arab, which is the only 
outlet to the Gulf for Iraq's vital southern 
pon of Basra. Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein made full sovereignty over Shatt Al Arab 
the main objective of Iraq's invasion. 


The Iraqi communique also reported new 
Iranian air attacks against Kirkuk, the nerve 
center of Iraq - soil industry 17U miles north of 
Baghdad, and the Kurdish populated town of 
Penjuin. oU miles east of Kirkuk near the 
common border. 

The relentless daily bombing of Kirkuk 
brought the flow of Iraqi oil through Mediter- 
ranean- pipelines to a standstill. Iraq's oil 
shipments through the Gulf also have been 
suspended along with Iran's exports as a 
result of the war, depriving Wes tent Europe 
and Japan of nearly four million barrels of oil 
supplies a day. 

The Iraqi communique said two civilians 
were killed and nine wounded in Penjuin. 


Jordan said ready for fighting 


KUWAIT, Oct. 7 (Agencies) — Jordan 
has massed 40,000 troops with heavy tanks 
and ground-to-air hawk missies on its border 
with Iraq, awaiting word to join the battle 
against Iran, a Kuwait newspaper reported 
Tuesday. 

The newspaper Al - Qobas quoting well 
informed unnamed sources in Amman, said 
the force was assembed after King Hussein 
ordered a general mobilization on Sept. 22, 
the day the war broke out. 

Al -Qabas also daimed that Soviet freigh- 
ters have been unloading war materiel in Jor- 
dan’ s Red Sea port of Aqaba in recent days, 
for overland transportation to Iraq. 

Hussein reiterated bis support for Iraq in a 
speech Monday and called on all Aran coun- 
tries to follow his example. “ A victory for 



Iraq will be a victory for ail Arabs,” the 
Jordanian monarch dedared. 

Earlier Monday Hussein ordered the 
mobilization of Jordanian civilian transport 
vehides and placed the port of Aqba at Iraq's 
disposal. Iraq has been deprived of its only 
outlet to the sea through the Shat- Al- Arab 
since the outbreak of the war as a result of the 
heavy fighting along the waterway at the head 
of the Persian Gulf. 

At the United Nations, Iranian envoy Ali 
Shams said Monday there would be no 
reprisals against Jordan for any help it gave 
Iraq in the Gulf war. The ambassador to 
Kuwait, who is leading the Iranian delegation 
to the current session of the U.N. General 
Assembly, rold in a news conference the Jor- 
danian government would eventually have to

answer to its own people for helping Iraq. 

Meanwhile, in Damascus, Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein came under press fire in 
Syria Tuesday in the first public criticism of 
his leadership from an Arab country since his 
war with Iran broke out 16 days ago. 

AlBaath newspaper of Syria' s ruling social- 
ist Baath Party described Iraq's political 
leadership as “ perverted ” and said Hussein 
was an” imperialist agent out to play the role 
of the Shah," the late Iranian monarch. 

Al Booth ' 5 attack was an apparent answer 
to Iraqi claims that Syrian and Libyan troops 
were fighting alongside Iranian forces against 
Iraq and that an undisclosed number of 
Syrian and Libyan soldiers were captured by 
the Iraqis. 


Jewish voters may decide U.S. election 


President Carter

NEW YORK, OCT. 7 (R) - In the final 
month of the U.S election campaign 
jimmy Carter faces a Jewish problem that 
could spell his defeat in next month’s pres- 
idential contest. 

Carter, hailed only 1 8 months ago as the 
man who engineered the historic peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel, has fal- 
len from favor in the eyes of America's 
statistically small Jewish community 
which wields great political power in . 
pivotal state* such as New York that could 
determine the outcome of the election. 

“If you are asking me if the Jewish vote 
could cost Carter the election in a dose 
race, then the answer is yes,” a leading 
pollster confided privately. And the Jews 
are not the only ethnic group that tradi- 
tionally supports the democratic presiden- 
tial nominee for whom Carter's once- 
engaging smile has lost its luster. 


The blacks, too, have cooled toward 
him. In the last election four years ago 
they gave Carter 90 per cent of their total 
vote. 

But, according to campaign analysts, 
there is a marked difference in the per- 
ceived reaction of the two ethnic group- 
ings. They believe the danger for Carter is 
that black voters may decide to stay at 
home and not vote at all on election day, 
Nov. 4, while Jewish voters may deride to 
cast their ballots for one or other of the 
president's rivals — Republican Ronald 
Reagan or the independent candidate, 
John Anderson. 

The Jewish community gave Carter 75 
per cent of its vote in 1976, but has now 
expressed its mistrust of the president, 
particularly on the question of the future 
of U.S. policy towards Israel. 

But, Israel is not the only problem for 
Carter. American Jews by and large are 


liberal orientated and urban dwellers. 
Carter is from the rural South and, by 
Jewish standards, conservative on social 
issues. 

Although Jews lota] less than three per 
cent of America's 222 million population, 
three quarters of eligible Jewish voters 
cast ballots in elections compared with 
only about half of the rest of America, 
thus accounting for five per cent of the 
total vote. 

The Camp David accords culminating 
in the Egypt- Israel peace treaty in March, 
1979 was the high point of Carter s rela- 
tions with American Jews. Since then rela- 
tions have plummeted. After Camp David 
came the revelation of the secret meeting 
between Carter's close associate, Andrew 
Young, the then U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations, and the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization's U.N. observer and 
several American anti-Israel votes in the 
United Nations. 


Soviets frustrated 


Afghans resist ‘stabilization’ 1

LONDON, Oct. 7 (OFNS) — Soviet hopes 
of stabilizing the Government of Babrak 
Karma! in Afghanistan have suffered severe 
setbacks, with Soviet and Afghan forces 
unable to control movements of refugees and. 
guerrillas alike across the long border wittf’ 
Pakistan. * 

The Russians have tried bribery to split 
opposing tribes, but this strategy misfired 
disastrously in September with the killing of 
the Afghan frontier affairs minister while 
engaged on a peace mission. 

Loss of Soviet control of the southern bor- 
ders has resulted from the deployment of all 
available troops in Afghan dries, where they 
face increasing difficulties in holering down a 
hostile population. Reports from the frontier 
area tell of bold atacks by Mujahidin guerrilla 
bands, daylight raids, and kidnappings of 
officials in Jalalabad and even In the heavily 
guarded heart of Kabul. 

Afghan guerrillas are aiming to disrupt all 
commercial traffic to the P akis tan frontier — 
fresh fruit exports are one of the few remain- 
ing sources of revenue left to the Kabul gov- 
ernment. Some 40 trucks laden with fruit for 
export were burned on the Kabul- Jalalabad 
highway in 10 days ar the end of September, 
resulting in serious losses to the Afghan and 
Pakistani truck-owners and likely ending to 
trade. 

The southern borders are now more open 
than at any time since the dvil war began, and 
many thousands of Afghans are taking 
advantages of this to flee into Pakistan before 
the winter snows set in. 


Many of tbe refugees are young high school 
and college students, teenagers fleeing from 
forced conscription into the Afghan array. 
But there are also men and women with pro- 
fessional skills — doctors, engineers and 
others — of the type the Karmai government 
is attempting to keep inside the country by 
promises of better conditions and a refusal of 
passports on any pretext. 

Some of the refugees do not reach exile in 
safety, though, as booby-trap devices and 
mines have been laid along the trails and 
mbuatain passes to deter movements of all 
kinds across the border. 

The bitter feelings aroused in this dvil war 
are highlighted by the story of the death of 
Faiz Mohammad, the frontier affairs minis- 
ter, who made contact with the influential 
Zadran tribe of Waziristan, dose to the 
border-land where he himself was bom. Tbe 
move was intended as part of a wider peace 
initiaitve. 

The minister swept into Pakhtia by 
helicopter with four other dvil and military 
officers after careful negotiations and assur- 
ances of safe conduct. Inride the helicopters 
were a large sum of money and a ceremonial 
gift of three fat sheep — the traditional 
Pashto accompaniment to peace- making. 

An eyewitness account says that at first 
everything went well and according to cus- 
tom/ with the shooting of rifles into the air to 
mark the arrival of distinguished guests, the 
slaughter of the sheep, and preparations for 
fhe feast. Only after the meal was finished 
were the five men killed — as tools of the 
bated Russians.

Pilgrims will 
be protected 

JEDDAH, Oct. 7 (SPA) — The Minis- 
try of Pilgrimage and Endowments 
warned Muslims and Arabs residing in the 
Kingdom against taking in relatives, who 
come as pilgrims to stay with them in Jed- 
dah or Mecca. I 

It pointed out that pilgrims may stay 
with their relatives without objection pro- 
vided they inform their pilgrimage guide. 
The guide must know where pilgrims 
registered in his team are staying, so that 
they receive the necessary service. 

The ministry requested guides to check 
on pilgrims’ reception centers and make 
full reports about pilgrims who do not 
show-up at the ministiy’s Pilgrimage 
Agency. Guides receive lists of the pil- 
grims they will guide during the pilgrim- 
age from the pilgrimage agency’s bureau. 

In a plea issued Tuesday the Ministry 
said these procedures have been adopted 
for the comfort of pilgrims. Muslims and 
Arabs working or residing in the Kingdom 
who do not comply with tile instructions 
will be handed over to die re 1 event 
authorities to be punished. 

It warned people who take advantage of 
the pilgrims’ unawareness of the rules 
issued for their comfort, offer them ser- 
vices daring the pilgrimage at lower prices 
than the official guides and put them in 
unfit accommodation. 

The statement said these unauthorized 
people will get maximum punishment. 
The ministry said it has provided every 
facility for the comfort and ease of pil- 
grims.

The Israeli spokesman said that it was now 
up to the board, made up of senior officers 
and military legal experts, to set a date forthe 
hearing. “Should they uphold the earlier 
decision, the two would probably have to get 
out of the West Bank immediately" he said. 
“But they will return to their homes if the 
earlier decision is reversed. 

The two mayors were among West Bank 
leaders, who oppose the Israel- Egypt peace 
treaty and.the plan for Palestinian self-rule in 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

The hearing was welcomed by the families 
of the two mayors and West Bank residents in 
general, who expressed hope for the return of 
the mayors. Extreme rightist nationalists and 
orthodox religious leaders criticized the deci- 
sion however, and opposed the possibility of 
the mayors* return.

" • “The lives of tens of thousands of refugees 
_ . depend upon tile success jof this effort ” 
/ according to the aid officials from Oxfam, 
. ’ raritas and the League of Red Crosses. 
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The daily food needs of the estimated 
800,000 refugees in the camps are pur at 480 
tons but for the past two weeks regular food 
deliveries have been only intermittent. The 
allocation of diesel fuel to the refugee com- 
mission for deliveries to the 32 camps is now 
800 liters a day when the minimum to reach 
all the camps with food alone is half as much 
agam-1200 liters, according to USAID and 
the World Food Program. 

Any interruption in the food deliveries 
puts 20 per cent of the children in the camps 
at immediate high risk of death.

Syria marks 
anniversary 
of 1973 war 

DAMASCUS, Oct. 7 (AP) — Soviet- 
built Syrian MiGs zoomed across tire skies 
of this Mideast capital Monday in an 
impressive show of Syrian military might 
as naval maneuvers n«an g live ammunition 
were aired on state television. 

The exercises marked the seventh 
anniversary of the Oct. 6 1973, war 
against Israel. 

The naval" maneuvers were carried out 
Sunday and Syria's official radio said they 
were meant to test die coordination of 
ground, sea and air forces for what milit- 
ary officials said was the “continuing bat- 
tle of liberation against IsraeL" 

Syrian President Hafez Assad drove 
through the streets of Damascus heading 
an official procession to the tomb of the 
unknown soldiers who died in the 1973 
war when Syrian and Egyptian troops 
launched a surprise attack on Israel. 
Assad was accompanied by defease Minis- 
ter Mustapha Hass and Chief of Staff Maj . 
Gen. Hikmat Shebabi. 

The anniversary was marked by a milit- 
ary parade in Egypt but in Syria the offi- 
cial media attacked President Anwar 
Sadat as a “traitor who defected after the 
second day of the war." 

Monday was a national holiday in Syria 
and most of the government-run media’s 
coverage concentrated on the festivities 
and praise for the “heroic role of the army 
and its sacrifices." 

Militaiy leaders were quoted as refer- 
ring to the “continuing battle for libera- 
tion against Israel” and about “fighting 
the traitor Arab regime and the agents, 
reactionary forces and the Muslim 
Brotherhood gang." 

Syrian security forces, meanwhile, 
raided a stronghold of the Brotherhood in 
Alppo 200 miles north of the capital, kil- 
ling two members and seizing quantities of 
ammunition and weapons, sources said. 


4 terrorists to be hanged in Turkey 


ANKARA, Oct. 7 (Agencies) — Turkey^ 
ruling generals have given final approval of 
death sentences for four terrorists, two lef- 
tists and two rightists. The executions would 
be the first cases of capital punishment in 
Turkey since 1972. 

The Turkish cabinet announced the death 
sentences would be carried out but did not 
indude dates for the executions in the Tues- 
day bulletin. 

NATO chief holds 
talks in Turkey 

ANKARA, Ocl 7 (R) — The supreme 
commander of NATO forces in Europe, Gen. 
Bernard Rogers, arrived Monday for brief 
talks with Turkish military leaders on how to 
get Greece back into the alliance's military 
structure. 

NATO t North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion) sources said Gen. Rogers, who flew in 
from Brussels, met Gen. Kenan Evren, Tur- 
key's armed forces chief, new head of state 
and leader of last month's military coup. 

At the same time Gen. David Jones, 
chairman of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
flew into Athens from Tel aviv for talks 
understood to cover the NATO issue. 

Sadat sending 
note to Carter 

CAIRO, Oct. 7 (R) — Egyptian Vice- 
President Hosni Mubarak will go to 
Washington next week with a message from 
President Anwar Sadat to President Jimmy 
Carter on Palestinian autonomy negotia- 
tions, an official spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the message will deal 
with the autonomy talks due to start between 
Egypt, Israel and the United States. On Oct. 
14 in Washington. 

He said Mubarak will meet Carter and 
American officials to explain Egypt’s views. 
Egypt broke off the talks in August after 
Israel declared the whole of Jerusalem, 
including the Arab eastern part, as its undi- 
vided capital. 

Israel hikes 
gasoline price 

TEL AVIV, Oct. 7 (AP) - Israel raised 
the price of gasoline to $3.15 per gallon on 
Monday, a new high for the inflation- 
wracked, Zionist state. 

The decision, effective Tuesday, was made 
at a meeting of a special economic committee 
of the cabinet, but the announcement was 
delayed until nearly midnight to limit the last 
minute rush to fil] up at the old price. 

The hike also affected other fuels and was 
expected to set off a ripple of price rises 
throughout the economy. The state television 
estimated that the increase would cost the 
average Israeli family an extra $25 a month. 


Scheduled to be hanged are right-wing ter- 
rorists Isa Armagau and Mustafa 
Pehlivanogul who were found guilty earlier of 
au August 1 97S attack ou four cafes in Bal- 
gax, suburban Ankara.

gazette and the hangings could be expected 
two or three days later, sources said. 

Meanwhile, press reports said Tuesday 
three persons died in politically- motivated 
violence Monday night in two Turkish cities. 

In the Istanbul suburij of Beykoz one pet- 
son was killed watching television at home 
when shots were fired from the street and a 
second was shot dead by the attackers as they 
fled. 

In Ankara, a policeman died in an incident 
in a cafe, the reports said, adding that his 
attacker had been arrested. The political 
leanings of those responsible for the killings 
had not been determined, the reports said.

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THE LONG WAR 

Although the war between Iran and Iraq has so far been eonfined 
to the two antagonists, with Jordan nearly involved on the side of 
Iraq, the fighting threatens to assume dangerous proportions as Iran 
spurns the Iraqi ceasefire call. The fighting might well envelop other 
parts of this region. 

O bviously. Ira n feels strong enough to fight back and has indicated - 
it will refuse to negotiate until the Iraqi armed forces leave its 
territory. As Iraq will do nothing of the sort now, the war looks set to 
continue with varying degrees of intensity. Neither party is so over- 
whelmingly superior as to bring the other to its knees. 

The implications are grave as such wars are apt to draw in other 
participants, inducting those in the vidnity and those farther away 
and with the wherewithal to fan the smouldering fire. They will not 
welcome the possibility that either country should so .thoroughly 
trounce the other as to emerge the leading power in such a crudal 
area of the world. Neither the U.S., nor the Soviet Union will savor 
the emergence off a powerful, independent Iraq or Iran. 

By now the Iraqis and the Iranians must be aware that neither side 
can score a derisive victory that will force the other to sue for peace at 
any price. They must see that it is utter folly to continue destroying 
eadi other when their dedared aims are so illusory already. They 
alone will be the losers. They alone will continue to become weaker 
and poorer as they devastate their industries, ports, airports and what 
little development they had achieved during the past two decades. 
Worse still, they are presiding over the killing of each other's best 
youths. 

But to realize this they will need much more meaningful mediation 
than has been offered so far. The superpowers- do not show much 
eagerness to stop the fighting and they would not take the risk of 
getting involved except perhaps by proxy, supplying arms or ammun- ' 
ition to continue the destruction. Iran has no mends in the West. Iraq 
has been too independent to be labeled pro-Soviet and thus is unable 
to call on massive Soviet assistance in pursuit of a decisive victory. 

This leaves mediation as the best way out of the impasse. Another 
way out — the sudden and drastic change of governmental! either 
country as sometimes happens in times of serious national crisis — is 
less likely to materialize. 

The Organization of Islamic Conference had requested President 
Zia of Pakistan to mediate on its behalf but it would appear that the 
timing of the attempt was not quite right. Iraq was advancing into 
Iran and the latter was too deeply wounded to respond positively to a 
negotiated settlement. It is difficult to talk peace when one's territory 
Is being pounded and occupied. Another attempt, now that the war 
shows signs of a stalemate, might be more sucoesrful.

Somoza’s blunder in gangsterland

LONDON — 

When Gen. Ansastasio Somoza fled from forced 
exile in Miami to his friend and fellow autocrat, 
Alfredo Stroessner, in Paraguay, be thought he was 
safe. In fact he may have stayed alive longer had be 
remained in America. 

For many months before the bazooka shell hit his 
car and the 25 machine bullets cut him in half, 
Somoza was a dead man. “It is rather like a New 
York gangster going back to Sirily and trying to get 
involved again," said a Paraguay friend. 

Somoza was never in danger from the Sandinistas 
who smashed his regime in Nicaragua. Not even a 
mouse with revolutionary leanings could enter the 
“big village" of Asuncion without the cruel secret 
police chief Pastor Coronel knowing about it. 

Somoza, like a modern King Midas, was des- 
troyed by his own wealth. The Turkish and Italian 
families who control Paraguay’s black market 
economy were terrified his $100 million fortune 
would upset their small but very profitable rackets. 

Stroessner has been in powetfer-25 years-and, ’ 
amid rumors that he is suffering from an incurable 
disease, may have plotted to fill the vacuum he will 
leave. The ruling families could not dismiss the idea 
that the Somoza millions might be used to back a 
coup. One of these groups is almost certainly 
behind the bazooka attack. 

Somoza’s first mistake was to suggest to Storess- 
ner that he open up the country and employ the 


New York public relations firm of Lawrence Pater- 
son and Farrel Inc. To improve Paraguay’s image. 
Somoza used to pay this firm a retainer of $7,000 a 
month when he was in power. 

Stroessner was insulted by the suggestion, but it 
would be hard to see how even the brightest PR firm 
could improve his country’s image. Paraguay is a 
society of smugglers. Most of the goods entering the 
country are marked “in transit" — this includes 
anything from Argentinian pasta to cocaine. 

The drugs are then channeled to other countries 
but the rest, from whisky at $7 a bottle to radar 
equipment, are sold in the free-for-all supermar- 
kets in Asuncion. But there is no free-for-all in the 
control of the various monopolies. Stroessner care- 
fully farms these out to loyal retainers and then 
takes a rake-off. 

At the top of the tree is his son-in-law Doming- 
uez Dibb. who controls all gambling, the one TV 
channel, steel and consumer goods. Dibb, of Turk- 
ish extraction, also owns the newspaper HOY, 
which penned editorials supporting the Sandinistas 
against Somoza. 

Next are the Napout brothers who control the 
illegal import of American cigarettes and the man- 
ufacture of Paraguayan cigarettes through the La 
Yxacedora Co., which previously used Rhodesian 
■woacoo, even though it was denounced by the UN. 
sanctions committee. Nicholas controls car and tire 
« monopolies. 

Italian families like Barchini, Zuccolillo (director 
of ABC Colour, the largest Paraguayan newspaper) 
and Scaipini are in decline and the young members 


of these families are turning to drug smuggling. 

Gen. Rodriguez leads in this field. His cavalry 
unit, like the air force, spends most of its time 
running drugs, and the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Agency has identified Rodriguez's troopers as part 
of the Latin American connection. Not only is 
heroin brought in from the Middle East but there is 
also a brisk trade in Bolivian cocaine and home- 
grown marijuana. 

Rodriguez in particular did not want Somoza in 
the country because his presence focused American 
. attention on bis lucrative rackets. 

For example, the U 5. 1 mmigration and Natural- 
ization Service has been investigating how. in die 
past four years the town of Caraguatay has “losf” 
500 residents, mostly giris. These girls apply to the 
U.S. embassy in Asuncion for tourist visas to visit 
Disneyland in Florida; they endup in New York as' 
illegal immigrants and prostitutes. 

They are also thought by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Agency to be pan of the heroin 
smuggling connection protected by Rodriguez and 
police chief pastor Coronel. 

The strange aspect of this case is how easily the 
girls — and a former secret policeman, Amedeo 
Pefia — obtained visas. Pefia’s visa was issued while 
he was under indictment for the brutal murder of a 
17-year-old youth, whom he was said to have tor- 
tured to death. 

Rodriguez and Coronel do not like outside inter- 
est in their affairs and have removed foreigners 
before who have interfered in their operations.

Nuclear graveyard haunts Texans

AMARILLO, Texas 

Encased in a huge bead capsule boldly lettered 
“Do Not Drop,” the nudear warhead blasted from 
its silo in America’s scariest I CBM accident has 
been flown to this remote corner of Texas. 

The damaged, nine-megaton H-bomb lies in a 
concrete bunker at the Pantex plant, the Western- 
world’s largest nudear weapons factory, while sd- 
e mists and Pentagon brass argue over what to do 
with it 

Officials say the capsule will not be opened for 45 
days. Meanwhile a special oil mixture has been 
pumped in to neutralize the high explosive deto- 
nator. 

At the ultra-secret plant, 16 miles north of its 
dusty “company town” of Amarillo, all U-S. atomic 
and thermonudear weapons are assembled. The 
9,000-acre Pantex site — run for the Pentagon by a 
dvilian firm but guarded by heat-seeking rockets — 
also acts as graveyard for “hot waste” from earlier 
U.S. nudear mishaps. 

Plutonium from four H-bombs inadvertently 
dropped near Palo mares, Spain, in 1966, is buried 
here, along with debris from a similar aeddent two 
years later at Thule, Greenland. 


The explosion of the Titan 1 1 missile in Arkansas 
— caused by a dropped wrench which ruptured the 
rocke? s fuel tank — blew off a 750-ton silo cover, 
killed one man and injured 21 others, and sent die 
6,000 lb warhead spinning for 200 yards. As con- 
gressional hearings on the disaster and a subsequent 
evacuation fiasco opened last month, Amarillo 
(population 1 27,000) fretted. 

TTiis is a deeply patriotic, gung-ho Reagan- 
badring little community. But it has not thrilled to 
the arrival of a damaged warhead 700 times more 
powerful than the Hiroshima bomb. For two 
decades Amarillans have been trying to stop worry- 
ing and learn to love the bomb, and the task is 
becoming increasingly difficult 
Controversy has flared over a string of accidents 
at Pantex, a high cancer incidence, and nuclear 
waste dumping. - 

“If It's as safe as they say, why wait 45 days?” 
wonders Amarillo TV station owner Stanley Marsh. 
“I don't believe them. Idon’t believe there’s no 
radioactive leakage and I don't want it here.” 
Experts say chances of the warhead exploding are 
a mflliou to one. Its plutonium, core is surrounded 
by a ring of enriched uranium wrapped in another 
ring of high explosives. To trigger a nuclear reac- 


tion, all the outer-layer explosives would have to be 
fired at exactly the same moment. 

■ Now two new nudear projects may come to the 
Panhandle. The Pentagon is considering It as a poss- 
ible site for part of the $70 billion MX missile sys- 
tem to replace the Titan. And federal agencies are 
drilling to determine if underground salt beds, might 
store nonmilitary waste from nudear power plants 
around the U.S. 

“If s like living on the San Andreas fault,” says 
Stanley Mersh. •• You’re scared, but not quite scared 
enough to move.” 

The Titan warhead, once dismantled, is expected 
to find a last resting place alongside the Palomares 
and Greenland nudear debris. This is buried in steel 
drums placed within concrete cylinders at Pantex; 
along with tons of other waste fissionable material. 
The drums have a life span of 20 years. Environ- 
mentalists observe that the half-life of plutonium is 
24,000 years. 

Meanwhile, the Pentagon says that Titan mis- 
siles, dangerous and outdated or not, will be around 
foryer.rs to come. They account for one- third of the 
destructive power of America's land-based rocket 
fore, and there is no “near-term replacement” in 
sight. — (OFNS)

Saudi Arabian Press Review 


In a lead story , Aljaarah Tuesday reported an official 
spokesman as saying the Kingdom has not given any 
facilities to any foreign state on itssoil.A/AfafwB led with 
the royal directives to intensify efforts to ensure the 
pilgrim^ comfort during the Hajj. All other newspapers 
ran as their lead story the continued fighting between the 
Iraqi and Iranian forces all along the front, highlighting 
the bombardment of the airport in Tehran and six other 
Iranian towns by the Iraqi bombers. The United States' 
warning against the risks of the continued war between 
Iraq and Iran formed the lead story in Okaz newspaper. 

All newspapers frontpaged details of the war saying 
the Iraqi forces have taken control of the Iranian port of 
Khonamshahr on Shatt AJ- Arab. In a page one story ,4/ 
Riyadh said Jordan has put its public and private trans- 
port on the alert, to contribute to the war effort in Iraq. 
The newspapers gave front-page treatment to King 
Khaietfs donation of $ 5 million to Queen Alya Social 
Fund in Jordan, to help it carry out its humanitarian 
activities. They also featured the weekly meeting of the 
Council of Ministers held Monday under the chairman- 
ship of Prince Abdullah, second deputy premier and 
commander of the National Guard, highlighting King 
Khaleds stress on ensuring fhe comfort of pilgrims. 


Editorials discussed Crown Prince FahcTs call for a 
holy war and expressed concern over the continued 
armed conflict between Iraq and Iran. They urged the 
Islamic world to intensify their efforts to contain the 
conflict and to strive to restore normal relations between 


the two countries.A/£Kfcuf said the call for the holy war is 
the only way to confront the Israeli enemy. The call 
symbolizes practical action by the Arab and Islamic 
forces at a time when the Zionist activity has gained 
momentum to consolidate Israel s illegal existence in the 
Middle East. The paper dedared that the Islamic 
nation's salvation ties in the application of the holy war, 
and reiterated that the disturbed situation now prevail- 
ing in the world is the direct result of an alliance among 
the forces of Communism, Zionism and colonialism. 

Dealing with the Israeli intransigence, Ai Jaomh 
noted editorially that the enemy has made it a habit to 
disregard any international stance that does not fall in 
harmony with his own expansionist plans in the region.

Gulf states boost oil exports 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP) - Saudi 
Arabia's Oil Minister, Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani, said Sunday that major oil- 
producing states in the Gulf have 1 , agreed 
with his country to boost exports to offset 
losses caused by the Iraqi- Iranian war, the 
Washington Post reported Monday in a dis- 
patch from Manama, Bahrain. The Post said 
Yamani was interviewed in Bahrain after 
completing a two-day swing through the Gulf 
region. 

Yamani said the United Arab Emirates, 
along with Qatar and Bahrain agreed to sup- 
port the Saudi plan for increased production. 
Indonesia, a major Asian oil exporter, repor- 
tedly has also agreed to increase exports, the 
dispatch said. 

The one question mark among the major 
Gulf states is Kuwait, which is expected not to 
go along with die Saudis. But Kuwait, which 
Yamani visited Saturday, will not oppose the 
Saudi plan by decreasing its own production, 
according to Bahrein sources, the Post said.

The dispatch said Yamani refused to say 
how much Saudi Arabia wflj increase produc- 
tion, over its Yamani said the amount of the 
increase would depend on how severely the 
world markets is affected by the absence of 
oil from Iraq and Iran. 

In meantime, the majority of Arab oil 
fields will continue to produce Marge vol- 
umes of oil for the next 150 years, an Oman 
oil official said Monday. 

Donald BowteLI, a senior technical adviser 
in the Oman Petroleum Ministry, said in 
Rimini, Italy, advanced recovery techniques 
would prolong the life of the Arab oil fields 
long beyond the. 40 year span often quoted 
for them. 

The 40-year estimate was a figure calcu- 


lated by relating known reserves to current 
production levels and was in no sense a tech- 
nical assessment of their potential produc- 
tion, he told a conference on Euro- Arab 
cooperation. 

Oil experts at the conference we re-cautious 
in their assessment of the effect of die Iraq- 
Iran war on oil shipments to the industrial- 
ized countries. 

Stepped-up Saudi Arabian production 
could make up for some 700,000 to 900,000 
barrels per day of lost production. 

But unless other Arab states also agreed to 
raise their output, the Saudi production 
increase was unlikely to be enough to stabil- 
ise the market, the experts said.

Japan simplifies regulation 
for foreign exchange, trade 


ABU DHABI, Oct 7 (R) — The United 
Arab Emirates cabinet Monday decided to 
set up a real Estate Bank which among other 
functions will help citizens with loans they 
have been unable to pay bade. The bank will 
replace a Real Estate Settlement Committee 
established in April with $435 million of gov- 
ernment money. 

The committee has been arranging for citi- 
zens and companies in difficulties to pay back 
loans concluded before the end of 1 977 over 
longer periods at lower rates of interest. 

By mid-July the committee had paid out 
about $60 million according to the UAE Cur- 
rency Board 1 s half-yearly bulletin. 


Cuba planning to improve merchant fleet 
to reduce dependence on Soviet shipping 
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HAVANA, Oct- 7 (R) — Cuba is boosting 
its merchant fleet with the aim of reducing its 
dependence on Soviet shipping, while at the 
same time “exporting” experienced seamen 
to earn much-needed hard currency. The 
transport ministry recently announced that 
four new ships had been added to the Cuban 
merchant navy, bringing the total to 66 with 
an overall tonnage of around 825,000. 

In 1978 Soviet ships transported 53 per 
cent erf Cuba’s maritime trade, the Soviet ves- 
sels, about half the Soviet merchant fleet, 
visited Cuban ports that year. 

According to President Fidel Casrro, Cu- 
ba's fleet failed to develop before the revolu- 
tion because American companies domi- 
nated its economy and used American ships. 
After Washington imposed an economic 
blockade on Cuba in 1961, the Castro gov- 
ernment turned to Moscow for help, includ- 
ing shipping its exports and imports. 

The build-up of Cuba’ s own merchant navy 
is intended to help break through the Ameri- 
can trade embargo, which is still in force, the 
official said. In two decades Cuba has risen 
from the bottom ranks of Latin American 
ship-owing countries to third place, behind 
Brazil and Argentina. 

It now has 51 general cargo freighters, 
seven refrigerated cargo vessels, three bulk 
grain carriers, three tr aining ships and two 
containerized freighters. 

Cuban merchant vessels shipped more 
than two million tons of cargo in 1978. 

The biggest is the 27.000 ton bulk grain 


carrier Salvador Allende, which can cany 
36,100 cubic meters of sugar. Cuba depends 
on sugar for more than 80 per cent of its 
foreign income. 

The island's merchant navy officers are 
trained at the naval academy a Mari el Harbor 
40 km west of Havana, and more than 2,000 
will be needed this year.

TOKYO, Oct. 7 ( R) — The Japanese gov- 
ernment Tuesday moved to de-rcgulate the 
country’s highly restrictive foreign exchange 
and trade Taws, but the effect is likely to be 
more of a amplification in the laws rather 
than any fundamental change. 

The finance ministry here said the cabinet 
had approved ordinances required to enforce 
an amended foreign exchange and foreign 
trade law to liberalize transactions and to 
limit controls, with effect from Dec. 1. 

For the foreign investor, the change means 
he may purchase up to 1 0 per cent erf a Japan- 
ese company's listed stock before reporting it 
to the finance ministry, and total foreign 
investment can reach 25 per cent before the 
ministry requires notification. 

At present foreign investors must report all 
purchases, while further investments are 
approved .if so desired by the Japanese com- 
pany. However, under the amendment the 
government could restrict such a move. 

The law also attempts to simplify export 
and import procedures by abolishing export 
certification and import licensing, thus 
facilitating sales in Jr Japan, the ministry said. 

There will still be some restrictions on cer- 
tain exports from Japan, such as those to 
Communist countries and ■■■"'the finance 
minister retains his power in "emergencies’' 
to suspend external or foreign currency 
transactions, and will continue to be able to 
set limits on exchange positions and restrict 
the interest paid on free yen deposits held by 
non Japanese residents. 

The government will also keep its various 
controls over investments overseas by Japan- 
ese institutions. Despite the easing of some 
controls, one banker Tuesday said it would 
take a generation before regulations are 
eased to allow Tokyo to become a major 
financial center in the same way as New York 
or London.

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Rightist violence increases 

Western Europe’s little Hitlers rekindle fears of Fascism

LONDON, Oct. 7 (AP) — Bombings 
y ultra- rightist groups in Italy, “West 

fi ',4 Jermany and France in the last few 
' njl fteeks, in which nearly 100 persons have 
4 1 [jeen killed, have rekindled fears of a Fas- 
1st revival in Western Europe. But offi- 
j als believe that 35 years after the defeat 
tf Adolf Hitler's Nazis, there is no signif- 
»ant threat- to democracy from extremist 
Tganizations. 

None of the rightist groups in a half- 
European countries has any politi- 
cal power, sizeable popular support or, 
utisde Italy, publicly- elected representa- 
ives. However, in recent weeks 84 people 
vere killed in a Bologna railroad station 
dast, 13 died in an explosion at Munich's 
timed Oktoberfest, and last.Friday, three 
lied in a car bomb blast outside a Paris 
ynagogue — all blamed on ultra-right 
j-oups. 

Authorities m Bonn, London and other 
apitals subject the most active extremists 
ie linked and that in some countries, par- 
icolariy France and post-Franoo Spain, 
he y have members in law enforcement 
geodes. 

Jose Delthom, general secretary of 
■ranee’s biggest police union, disclosed 
ast week that 30 police officers were 
mong 150 suspected members of the 
iltra-rightist Faisceaux Nationalistes 
Europeans (FNE). 

The CcKindl of Europe's political com- 
nittee warned of a Fascist revival in a 
■eport several weeks ago and noted 


increasing links between known neo-Nazi 
organizations. Anti-Fascist monitoring 
groups claim there are at least two contact 
networks centered in Belghun.and Italy. ‘ 

These monitors believe that most of the 
members of the organizations belong to a 
new generation of militants who view the 
neo-Nazi revival as the answer to leftist 
revolutionary violence that has scarred 
Western Europe in the past decade. 

Economic recession also has stirred the 
rightists to action. Some 300 Belgian 
neo-Nazis armed with dubs and chains 
marched through Antwerp Sunday pro- 
testing against the 900,000 foreign work- 
ers in the country. 

The neo-Nazi revival centers on West 
Germany and Italy, countries where 
totalitarian regimes ruled less than a gen- 
eration ago and where recent right-wing 
terrorism has been the most Woody. The 
worst attack blamed on rightists was in 
Bologna, Italy, on Aug. 2 when 84 persons 
were killed and hundreds wounded in a 
bomb explosion at the city’s crowded rail- 
road terminal. It was the worst terrorist 
atrodty in Europe since World War D. 

Authorities blamed the neo- Fascist 
Armed Revolutionary Nudei, hardlin e 
heirs to the “Squadristi” groups that 
helped Benito Mussolini seize power u 
the 1920’s. 

Last month, 13 persons were killed ana 
more than 20D wounded in a bombing at 
Munich’s Oktoberfest beer festival. Police 
blamed the outlawed Wehrsportgruppe

In the Paris synagogue bombing, in 
which three persons were killed and a 
dozen wounded, FNE claimed responsi- 
bility and boasted it also had earned out 
five recent attacks against Jewish establ- 
ishments in France. 

FNE succeeded die Federation erf 
European Nationalist Action (FANE), 
founded in 1966 by Marc Fredriksen, a 
Hider admirer. 

FANE was banned Sept. 30 after Italian 
police investigating the Bologna bombing 


named Paul- Louis Duran, an inspector of 
the anti-terrorist section of the French 
police, as a leading member. Duran was 
suspended. 

Marco Affatigato, a suspect in the 
Bologna bombing, was arrested in Nice 
where be worked as a dishwasher. 
Affatigato is believed to be a theoretician 
with Italy’s clandestine rightists. 

One- of the most wanted Fascist in 
Europe is Stefano Della Chiaie. suspected 
coordinator of right-wing extremists in 
southern Europe. He fled Italy in 1970 
after gunmen attacked the interior minis- 
try in Rome and has been spotted at right- 
ist rallies in Spain, where wanted extrem- 
ists from other countries are reported to 
have been aided by sympathizers. 

Italian extremists, such as the Nuclei 
and the Ordine Nuoyo. or New Order, 
banned in 1 973. have been blamed for at 
least 188 killings since 1969 — more than 
the deadly Red Brigades of the revolutio- 
nary left. 

Sources said one of the main contact 
points for neo-Nazis is Belgium, where the 
Flemish Militant Order (VMO) holds 
annual rallies to honor slain SS officers. 
Members of at least 20 organizations, 
including FANE, West German extrem- 
ists and Britain’s National Front and two 
other shadowy militant groups. Column 
88 and the League of St. George, regularly 
attend. 

Officials in West Germany last year 
estimated there were 69 extremist right-

gists, reduced to a fringe party since El 
Caudillo’s death in 1973, have been quiet 
in recent years. But the best- organized 
group, the Guerrillas of Christ the King, 
still attack left-wingers and have been 
blamed for up to 12 assassinations. They 
claim the monarchy, with its liberal post- 
Franco policies, is driving Spain into 
chaos.

A public opinion poll released Tuesday 
showed public approval of Hayden’s perfor- 
mance has risen markedly against Fraser’s. 
Hayden, 47, is a former policeman with an 
economics degree. 

Foreign policy has so far played little role 
in the campaign despite efforts by Fraser to 
portray Hayden’s Labor Party as being soft 
on Communism and dominated by the party' s 
left wing. 

Fraser has approved the staging of U.S. Air 
Force B-52 bombers in Australian bases and 
invited the US. to use western Australian 
harbors as home ports for the Indian Ocean 
fleet _ « 

But the Labor Party has avoided making 
this an issue in the campaign, saying it wel- 
comes the US. alliance, but does not want 
nuclear weapons to be brought into the coun- 
try. 

Hayden has pledged to withdraw diploma- 
tic recognition of the Pol Pot regime in Kam- 
puchea (Cambodia) if elected, which high- 
lighted a division in Fraser's cabinet. 

Pakistan denies 
India supplying 
electrical gear 

ISLAMABAD, Oct. 7 (AFP) - Official 
sources Monday denied that an Indian firm 
would supply Pakistan with engineering and 
electrical equipment worth $1 0.000. News- 
papers Monday reported that Pakistan had 
placed the order with an-Inddan firm, Bharat 
Heavy Electricals Limited, /or supply of the 
equipment to Pakistan’s Water and Power 
Development Authority (WAPDA). 

Clarifying the position, the authorities said 
that the Indian firm had submitted its bid in 
an international tender invited by die 
WAPDA recently. Negotiations were held, 
but so far no derision had been taken and the 
newspaper report was “factually incorrect." 


Italy’s Forlani opens cabinet -building talks 


ROME, Oct. 7 (R) — Prime Minister 
designate Analdo Forlani has opened formal 
talks with party leaders -about his plans for a 
new government as two moderate leftist par- 
ties moved closer together. Forlani. president 
of the Christian Democratic Party, conferred 
with leaders of his own party. Communist 
chief Enrico Beriinguer, Socialist Party sec- 
retary Bettino Craxi and other top politi- 
cians. 

Beriinguer said after the meeting that the 


Communists would remain in opposition a ad 
the degree of their opposition would depend 
on Fodanfs policies. Craxi said he had 
demanded guarantees that a Forlani govern- 
ment would not be brought down by dissen- 
ters inside the coalition. 

Forlani was asked by President Sandro 
Pertini to form a government after Prime 
Minister Francesco Cossiga’s coalition of 
Christian Democrats, Socialists and Republi- 
cans fcU on Sept. 27. 


Cossiga’s government resigned after some 
members of the three parties in ifae coalition 
voted again t him in a secret ballot on a pack- 
age of economic measures. Forlani is 
believed to be planning a new center-left 
coalition of Christian Democrats, Socialists, 
Republicans and possibly Social Democrats. 

The Socialists and the Social Democrats 
were planning to collaborate closely in what 
could be a significant change on the non- 
Communist left.

Bani -Sadr says 


TEHRAN. Oct. 7 (Agencies) — Iranian 
President Abolhasan Bani -Sadr has said that 
the United States does not want the problem 
of the American hostages to be resolved. 

In a brief television discussion of the affair, 
Bani-Sadr said that the U.S was using the 
hostages as a pretext for its “attack" on the 
Iranian revolution. Iran is still holding 52 
Americans hostage who were seized last Nov. 
4. 

Meanwhile in parliament. President 
Hojatoleslam Hashemi Rafsanjani reaf- 
firmed that four conditions set by Ayatollah 
Khomeini for the release of the hostages were 
“minimal" terras. In an interview on Radio 
Tehran, Rafsanjani said that “the Majlis 
(Parliament) must dedde, after a serious 
study, if there are other conditions that must 
be met.*’ 

The conditions announced Sept. 12 by 
Khomeini for freeing the hostages were 
return of the late Shah's property, stopping of 
all U.S. actions against Iran, a guarantee of 
political aud military non- interference and 
freeing of frozen Iranian funds in the United 
States. 

Iran's diplomatic isolation, which began 
with the taking of the hostages is the reason 
for the United Nation's failure to condemn 
Iraqi “aggression;' Iran's former ambas- 
sador to the U.N.. Mansour Farhang, said 
Tuesday. 

In an a interview with the Tehran Times 
newspaper, Mansour, now an aide to Bani- 
Sadr, said that to prolong the hostage issue 
was no longer in the interests of the nation. 
The issue should be resolved as soon as poss- 
ible.

Iran had thrown away “fantastic oppor- 
tunities" when it could have made a case for 
its revolution in the international arena. 
Through the mediation of a U.N. interna- 
tional inquiry commission, it could have 
stated its case against the United States, he 
said. 

An opportunity to mediate on the hostage 
issue was offered last February with the set- 
ting up of the UJM. commission, he said. The 
commission was scheduled to investigate 
“crimes" committeed by the former Shah's 
regime. 

Parliament might still be able to settle the 
hostage crisis in a manner favorabe to Iran by 
asking the U.N. commission to reconvene, he 
suggested. Three of the five members of the 
commission bad in fact been named by Iran 
and the chairman was the the Algerian rep- 
resentative in whom Iran bad a friend, he 
added. 

The U.N. commission left Iran in March

hostages — in violation of an earlier agree- 
ment. 

Those who d aimed not to be interested in 
world opinion on the hostage issue were 
unrealistic, Mansour said, adding that Iran's 
refusal to take into account international 
opinion had resulted in the country’s isola- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, students occupying the 
American embassy seized*film Tuesday from 
an Italian television crew outside the mission 
and threatened them with unspecified conse- 
quences if it showed evidence of “spying", an 
Italian reporter said. 

Marcello Alessandri, correspondent of the 
state Italian broadcasting network RAI, said 
he and a cameraman were filming in front of 
the embassy when a guard stopped them. The 
students said they would have the film 
developed to see if it included interior shots 
of the compound. 


Complexities a snap for Soviet prodigies 


MOSCOW, Oct. 7 (AFP) — The 
Soviets have a. new problem — what do 
you do with child prodigies who redie 
their own poetry at four years of age or 
discuss linguistic complexities at six. 

Take the case of little Sasha Seleznoff of 
OmslL western Siberia, who drops pearls 
of philosophy like “The soul is the princi- 
pal organ of the human being." He is just 
six years old. 

The weekly Uteratumaya Gazeta, the 
organ of the Union of Writers.paid that his 
parents are lectured daily by Sasha on the 
philosophical concept of conscience, pride 
and human frailties. At present little 
Sasha has not touched such delicate sub- 
jects as Marxism-Leninism or dialectical 
materialism. 


His parents recall that at the age of four 
he recited his own poetry. One day at 
lunch, as his knife cut through a cucumber 
he was slicing up, he remarked: “It 
crunches like footsteps on snow." As he 
ate the last slice he added: 

"The footsteps have been rubbed out." 

His mother is naturally worried about 
how to treat a prodigy like Sasha, who 
solemnly advises hen “A young being can 
not know the thoughts of adults." 

How do you punish a prodigy “If you 
are not a good child we will not discuss 
philosophy with you tonight, “his mother 
warns. And he is a good boy again. 

Sasha told a psychologist studying hira: 
“I am just a small philosopher, known 
only in his own nest. When I am big and I 


start reading everything that has been 
written about me I will think, ‘ ‘ What a fool 
I must have been in those days.” 

Sasha would no doubt like to know 
Maxim Ulyanov, who lives at Kuibishev, 
800 kms away. He is also six years old. 
Maxim has no interest in poetry or 
philosophy. His hobby is to repair radio 
and television sets, but his great interest is 
to study languages and especially the roo r . 
of the Indo-European group. He easily 
learned Arab languages, but has difficulty 
speaking them, according to the weekly 
Nedelta. Literatunaya Gazeta lamented 
that little is being done in the Soviet Union 
for child prodigies, but pointed out that 
not every child prodigy grows up to 
become an adult genius. 


Tekere continued on bail despite interview violation 


SALISBURY, Oct. 7 (AFP) — Zim- 
babwe's chief prosecutor, after consulting 
with - Prime Minister Robert Mugabe, said 
Tuesday that the bail of Cabinet Minister 
Edgar Tekere would not be revoked even 
though he had violated its conditions by talk- 
ing to a British television team about his com- 
ing murder trial. ' 

The director of public prosecutions, Chris- 
topher Glaum, said that the decision not to 
re-impiison Tekere or take other action 
against him was made after “considerable 
thought." 

“Although we consider there has been a 
breach of the bail conditions, that breach has 
not in any way prejudiced the prosecution. 
There has been no interference with witnes- 
ses and it has not weakened our case." Glaum 
said. 

The decision followed talks Monday with 
Mugabe, who is leader of the governing Zim- 
babwe African National Union- Patriotic 
Front in which Tekere is secretary general. 
Tekere. minister of manpowerplanninganda 
leader of the party's radical wing, is to be 
tried Nov. 9 with seven of his bodyguards on

charges of murdering white farm manager 
William Adams on Aug. 4 near Salisbury. 

The government has moved carefully in the 
case in implicit acknowledgment of the minis- 
ter's popularity with the former guerrillas, 
many of them still in arms, who fought the 
war that led to Zimbabwe's independence. 
On the other hand, the case is also seen by 


many whites as an test of the quality of justice 
under their new black rulers. Mugabe has 
stressed that he wants whites to remain in 
Zimbabwe and put their skills to the service 
of the nation. 

In his statement today. Glaum said the 
authorities considered that “in the circums- 
tances of the case, it would not have been in 
the public interest" to seek a revocation of 
bah. 

Tekere was at First arrested and held in 
remand prison here, but bail of $80,000 was 
later granted on condition that, among other 
things, the minister not talk to the press about 
the trial. However, he was interviewed by a 
five- man British Broadcasting Corporation 
television team late last month. They were all 
arrested and held by police for four days 
under Zimbabwe's emergency powers regu- 
lations before being released on Saturday and 
deported to London. 

The police seized film taken by the BBC 
men, which featured the interview with Tek- 
ere. and tiie Elm was seen at least twice by 
Zimbabwe authorities before Tuesday's 
announcement. 


France banking on boom market in ‘advanced’ robots 


TOULOUSE, France, Oct. 7 (AFP) - 
France is planning to become the world’s 
leading robot manufacturer in four years 
time. On OcL I a new project will be inaugu- 
rated here with the name of A.R.A., the ini- 
tials of the French words meaning 


“Advanced Robot Action." 

Twelve Toulouse University students last 
week graduated in robot engineering, the 
first in this country, and will join the A.R.A. 
project. There is no lack .of money, and the 
French government has already allocated an 
initial subsidy of $5 million. 

Professor M. Giralt, head of A.R.A. said 
that "at the end of the four-year project 
France should be in a favorable position, 
perhaps even the first, in robotry " The 
French robot capital is obviously Toulouse, 
where experiments over the past three years 
at the university here have produced “Hil- 
are", whose name stems from the initials of 
its technical name in French. 

Hilare is France's most intelligent robot, 
but it is an ugly piece of junk to look at — 
little more than a three- wheeled can. But it is 
a cart stuffed with the most sophisticated 
electronic equipment in the world. 

Its “brain" consists of a mini- computer, 
micro- calculator and a two-way radio audit is 
being trained to go from one rootq, to 
another, find a certain article there, and 
return with it, the kind of thing a three-year- 
old child can do without thinking. 

But Giralt points out that Hilare, built in 


1977 after three years of research, is gradu- 
ally growing up. By the end of the year it will- 
be given “eyes" and “ears" and a “voice” and 
capable of speaking 50 words. 

French robot researchers stress that their 
products have nothing in common with what 
they call the "stupid" automatons currently 
working in Japanese, American and Italian 
automobile factories. 

“These operate in a p re- determined- way 
and cannot be classed as thinking machines," 
a researcher said.

Afghans 
get free 
degrees 


An India-based Afghan exile party, the 
Harakati Islami, quoted delayed reports from 
Kabul as saying that Sayed Kamal Abasi, a 
Muslim fundamentalist leader who was 
recently sent to the Soviet Union at the head 
of a 100- member deigy delegation, was kil- 
led by insurgents outside his Kabul residence 
after his return last month. 


Afghan government radio confirmed 
Monday night that President Babiak Karmal 
will make an official visit to die Soviet Union 
in the first half of October. 


An Afghan insurgent chief was killed and 
civilian houses were bombed in stepped up 
fighting in the eastern province of Kunar dur- 
ing the past week, refugees fleeing the pro- 
vince said. About 200 Kunar villagers arrived 
in northwest Pakistan over the weekend. 


The insurgent leader, identified only as 
Sahihzada. was among four Afghan tribes- 
men killed in a Soviet armored attack on 
SheghaL a village roughly 180 kilometers 
north of here, they said. Six Soviet troops 
were killed in the dash and two captured 
soldiers were later executed by the resistance 
fighters. 


Soviet warplanes supporting Afghan gov- 
ernment forces bombed another Kunar vil- 
lage, Sowkhur, killing five women and chil- 
dren, the refugees reported. 


Local insurgents led by Muhammad Sanid 
lost two men resisting a subsequent assault by 
government ground troops, a ad killed 10 
Afghan soldiers and captured two. Indepen- 
dent confirmation was not available. 


Meanwhile, the leader of an 1 insurgent 
group at Peshawar said Soviet troops have 
launched a major drive against Kheshm, an 
insurgent stronghold in a strategic area of 
Badakhshan province, northern Afghanis- 
tan. The town is astride a road leading to the 
provincial capital. Faizabad, and the extreme 
northeastern corner of the country which 
borders China. 


Thirty- six Mujahiddin have been killed 
since mid- September, reported Maulvi 
Muhammad You mis Khalis, who claimed 
that 19 Soviet and 170 Afghan soldiers and 
armed civilian party members also lost their 
lives in the offensive. 


Khalis, who heads a faction of the rightw- 
ing Hezb-I-Islami Party, said the insurgents 
captured 48 Soviet- made Kalashnikov 
assault rifles, four heavy machineguns, two 
wireless radio sets and four field binoculars. 


Disputed N-fiiel 
arrives in India 


NEW DELHI, OcL 7 (AP) — The. first 
consignment of enriched uranium released by 
a U.S. Senate vote last month has arrived in 
India, the United News of India reported 
Tuesday. 

UNI quoted official sources in Bombay 
saying that the “build’ of the supply for the 
Tarapor Power Plant near the city, approved 
by«foe ty.S. Senate in September after a two- 
year controversy, arrived Sunday by Air.' ■ 

It said the uranium was being rushed to the 
nudear fabrication plant in Hyderabad, 
southern India, where it would be converted 
into “fuel bundles” for Tarapur. 

Another consignment of nudear fuel was 
scheduled to arive in Bombay on Wednesday, 
the sources told the news agency. 


The Tarapur plant was built with U.S. aid 
and technology in the 1960's. India and the 
United States signed a treaty under which 
America agreed to supply atomic fuel to the 
project until 1993. 

However, in 1978, the United States pas- 
sed legislation banning the sale of nudear 
fuel to any country which does not observe 
the nudear non-proliferation treaty. India 
does not accept the treaty saying it is dis- 
criminatory. 

However, U.S. administration officials 
persuaded Senators to vote for the fuel sup- 
ply, saying it would promote better ties bet- 
ween the world 1 S two major democracies and 1 
reduce Soviet influence in the region.

NEW DELHI, Oct. 7 ( AP) — Senior high 
school examinations in Afghanistan, 
scheduled for next month, have been post- 
poned indefinitely and students have been 
promised degrees without taking exams if 
they enroll in the government forces for a 
year, according to an Afghan exile source. 

Afghan government soldiers have been 
reported raiding houses at night in search of 
youths for conscription into the army to 
replace deserters, the source said. 

Quoting travelers arriving from their 
homeland the exile source also said three 
separate groups of about 15 Vietnamese and 
Cuban advisers each were sighted in the 
western and northern provinces of Herat and 
Badakhshan. Western diplomatic sources in 
New Delhi and Islamabad last month said 
that there was no firm indication of a Cuban 
military presence in Afghanistan.

BRUSSELS, OcL 7 (R) — King Baudouin 
accepted the resignation of the Belgian gov- 
ernment Tuesday after intensive talks foiled 
to hold the six-party coalition together. 

Prime Minister Wilfried Martens offered 
the resignation on Saturday, but the king 
asked for a last effort to end a split over the 
country’s mounting economic problems. A 
statement from the royal palace said King 
Baudouin had asked Martens, a Social Christ- 
ian, to fry to form a new government while 
the outgoing cabinet stayed on in a caretaker 
capacity. 

Party leaders had been meeting Martens 
since Saturday's resignation offer to discuss a 
new formula for much-needed cuts in public 
spending. But political sources said the 
right-wing Liberals in the coalition called for 
greater cats in social spending than Martens 
proposed. After talks going on into the early 
hours of Tuesday, the Liberals remained 
split. 

They made up the coalition with the Social 
Christians and Socialists. Each party is in turn 
divided into Dutch-and French-speaking 
wings. 

The sources said Martens was now 
expected to form a four-party coalition of the 
Social Cbrisitians and Socialists, similar, to 
the one in power for four months earlier this 
year.

GDANSK, Oct. 7 (AP) — Leaders of 
Poland’s new independent trade union 
movement said Communist -Party chief 
Stanislaw Kama was “unjust and insulting to 
die working class" in his criticism of a massive 
one-hour strike last Friday. 

Officials of the “Solidarity" union federa- 
tion, which grew out of the' summer strike 
wave, wrote a letter to Kania challenging his 
assessment at a party central committee 
meeting of the "wanting" strike. The letter 
also denied Kania' s accusation that Solidari ty 
leaders had backed out at the last minute on a 
, decision to call off the action after the gov-, 
ernment agreed to let the 'leaders appear on 
television to present their case. 

“We state that this description is based on 
information in discord with .the true course of 
events,” the union presidium, led by Lech 
Walesa, told Kania in die letter. 

"We regard your assessment of the strike 
decision as unjust and insulting to the work- 
ing class who have once again expressed their 
feeling of responsibility for the destiny of the 
nation ” the letter said. 

The letter signaled further confrontations 
betwen the Communist leadership and the . 
independent unions, created under settle- 
ment of the summer strike wave. The one- 
hour strike, the first head-on challenge by the 
unions since the summer turmoil, was called 
to press demands for higher pay and access 
for the unions to the mass media. 

At a presidium meeting Monday, the Sol- 
idarity leaders discussed objections raised by 
the Warsaw district court to foe proposed 
union charter, a spokesman said.
